The state legislature D E F E A T E D a hill to outlaw beer sales 
to teenagers. The m easure would have raised the legal age 
for beer from 18 to 21. It PA SSE D a measure authorizing 
the sale of beer to 18 year old college students on state or 
church-related cam puses. The college student bill was vetoed 
by Governor Thomson, It had been pushed by Marquette 
University, Milwaukee, in an attempt to overrule present 
restrictions. Milwaukee county is one area in Wisconsin 
where local regulation has boosted the beer age to 21, al­ 
though the minimum set bv state law is 18.

Deaths by accident show a sharp decline in 1957 on Mis­ 
souri streets and highw ays. 
The death toll in automobile accidents for the first ten 
non!bs of 1957 is over 119 less than recorded in the sam e 
months of 1956, but the Missouri Highway Patrol reports 


\ heavy increase in recorded rural traffic accidents during 
:he same period. 
Capt. John A. Rerglund. Patrol sa fety officer said today, 
“ At first glance the decrease of over IOO lives by highway 
accidents in 1957 would indicate that Missouri drivers are 
becoming more aware of dangers and are taking greater 
precautions, but we must not allow this lower fatality rec­ 
ord to lull us into a false sense of security. 
“The rising accident rate is evidence that carelessness and 
recklessness is still prevailing on our highw ays.” he said, 
“ and anvtime there is an accident, death is alw ays a pos­ 
sibility.” 
There are many factors to be considered when comparing 
the fewer deaths with the rising accident rate. Each day sees 
hundreds of additional drivers and automobiles on the road, 
increasing the chances for accidents to occur if all drivers 
• are not careful. 
The two month old Missouri speed law and the publicity 
it received prior to 
hail a slowing effect on drivers, 
helping in part to lower the death rate in accidents, hut it 
has not lowered the number of accidents. 
“We are riding in sturdier, safer built automobiles on bet­ 
ter engineered and constructed highw ays.” ( apt. Rerglund 
said, “and it would seem that the accident rate as well as the 
death rate would decrease, but we find the reverse to be 
true. 
If the present downward trend in traffic deaths is to con­ 
tinue we must figh t the alarming rise in accidents with ev­ 
erything at our command. 
Good traffic laws strictly enforced, safer automobiles ami 
better constructed highw ays help, but the drivers must learn 
that careless and reckless driving and the disregard of tr*f- 
fie regulations are the reasons for this problem. Improved 
driving habits Is the final solution.

country. You of the younger gen­

being considered subject to a IO 
per cent blanket salary deduction. 
The m ore he brooded, the m ore 
angry he became. So three weeks 
after his com pany m ade an ex­ 
ception and restored his earning* 
to the usual figure, he wrote a 
second letter and said he was go­ 
ing to emit unless they gave him a 
IO per cent increase. 
And 
again 
they 
surrendered, 
though they probably alm ost had 
a stroke, due to their own ire and 
fury at being coerced by a lone 
salesm an!

In die ballastic missile 
field the United States, about two 
years ago, embarked into an all- 
out crash program which w ill Ik* 
difficult to substantially accele­ 
rate beyond its present pace. In 
the satellite field, we need a well- 
planned, lung range national space 
flight program which makes m ax­ 
imum use of rocket hardware pro­ 
pulsion systems, 
guidance 
sys­ 
tems and airfram es 
emerging 
from <»f ballistic missile program s. 
“ This program must be backed 
up by a firm budget which per­ 
mits its steady prosecution over 
a period of several years. Even 
with no holds barred. I think it 
would still be well over five years 
before we could catch up with the 
Soviets again, because they are 
not likely to idly sit by in the 
meantime.” 
Dr. von Braun was asked about j 
the training program s for scien­ 
tists in 
Russia and the United 
States, and said: 
“ I believe that the professional 
quality of a young American phys­ 
icist or engineer, fresh from the 
university, is at least as high as 
that of his Russian' counterpart. 
But we do not provide sufficient 
opi>ortunity for these young sci­ 
entists and engineers to accrue a 
sufficient number of consecutive 
years in missile development to 
adequately enhance their practical 
experience.” 
He said he is “convinced that 
the Sputniks will give Russia's sci- 
i nee education program an addi­ 
tional, most powerful boost. I can 1 
only hope that it will give the 
United States’ science education! 
program an even greater boost, be­ 
cause we need such a boost bad- * 
ly,” 
“ And I aslo hoi>e," he said, “ iti 
will enhance the recognition of J 
science and scientists in the eyes j 
of the U. S. public, tin ie r we j 
m anage to make careers in the | 
sciences more attractive to the 


young generation, we cannot hope 
to win the long range struggle 
with the Soviets for scientific and 
technological superiority." 
Dr. von Braun pointed out that 
development of “ a suitable heat- 
protecting envelope . . . for the 
re-entry into the atmosphere of 
warheads or ballistic long range 
m issiles" has importance in fu­ 
ture military thinking. 
He explained that this envelope 
—-President Eisenhower displayed 
a nose cone in a televised address 
Thursday night which he said had 
been into space and back and is 
still intact—makes it possible “to 
restore the satellite with sufficient 
accuracy to land within an area 
the size of 
European 
Russia." 
Then he went on: 
“M astery of this recovery tech­ 
nique in itself does not constitute 
a threat to the United States. It 
should rather be considered as an 
im portant detail achievement with 
in the framework of an obvious 
all - out effort by the Soviets 
to establish themselves as m as­ 
ters of the space around us. Here­ 
in lies the real threat to our se­ 
curity, and only the immediate 
inaction of a well-planned, deter­ 
mined U. S. space flight program 
can neutralize it.” 
Explaining why the U. S. trails 
Russia. Dr, von Braun said: 
“There was no ballistic missile 
development program in the Unit­ 
ed States between 1945 and 1951 
because there 
was no obvious 
need for it. no interest for it. and 
no money for it. And it will be 
hard to catch up now on those 
lost six years.” 
Von Braun worked on IT. S. mis­ 
sile research from 1945 on. He 
and 400 colleagues had fled to 
Bavaria to escape from Russian 
capture and had given themselves 
up to American forces. 
He now heads 130 form er Ger­ 
man missile scientists at the Red­ 
stone Arsenal. 
Von Braun said he thought it 
would be possible for the United 
States to launch a satellite with 
the m ilitary rocket power now 
available, but that it w’ould be two 
to three years before a V. S. mis­ 
sile would hit the moon. 
Speculating further, he said it 
would be four to five years before 
there was a U. S. manned flight 
to an orbit, in space and back to 
earth again. Construction 
of 
a 
manned space station, he said, 
would be tackled after 
manned 
orbital flight becam e routine. 
It appears, von Braun said, that 
the Russians have more powerful 
engines than we do, but 
that 
“ there are some very large en­ 
gines under development in the 
United States.” Work on

T H E P R O B L E M 


The person ambitious to becon t 
a political machine boss is not Irk- 
eiy to be satisfied with being just 
that.

The crash program Is the latest 
fad Not. of emus**, that the term 
is particularly new 
Reference to 
two dictionaries shows that it en­ 
tered the New Words listing some­ 
time lietween the 194!> edition and

Th** definition, incidentally, is: 
to reach 
a 
critically 
important 
goal in th** ‘;hnrte*it possible time 
with little regard for costs and a 
maximum utilization of available 
resources.** 
Dr. Cha lies Kimball of the Mid­ 
west R esearch Institute think* he 
remembers hearing it as fat back 
as BMI «*r 1942 
“ B ’s merely a way *»f faying th­ 
at you ar* accelerating the pace,** 
he says. "You have a research pr- 
blem and you don’t know where 
you’re going, so you double or tri­ 
ple the number of people* working 
on it. everybody

“ What we need,” said 
an Old 
Grad the other day, “ if 
a crash 
program to get more football pla­ 
yers.” 
In th*- averag e home several cr­ 
ash programs m ay be In progress 
at once. Mother has her crash pro­ 
gram devoted to Operation Santa 
Claus. It fits the dictionary defin­ 
ition almost exactly, if you are wi­ 
lling to accept the premise that 
buying Christmas presents for all 
the relatives, near or remote, is a 
‘'critically important goal” . Cert­

Primitive Welcome For Lafayette When 
He Visited Missouri 130 Years Ago 


Two Planks Tcok the Place of a Wharf for His Landing at St. Louis, and the 
Horses Hooked to His Barouche Refused to Pull Together — Mansion of 
Chouteau Family, Which Contributed Much to History of Mid-West, 
Was Scene of a Dinner.

On last Bastille day, July 14. the 
French Count Phillipc do Lafaye­ 
tte and his countess wore intervi­ 
ewed on the morning television pr­ 
ogram “Today.” Seeing them br­ 
ought to mind the Missouri visit of 
the 
count's 
gfent-great-grandfat- 
hc*r. Marquis do Lafayette, on Ap­ 
ril 29. 1825. 
St. Louis had born incorporated 
a 
a town the year before, and th­ 
ere was very little money in the 
city treasury with which to enter­ 
tain the distinguished visitor. The 
mansion of Pierre Chouteau who­ 
se family was to start the fir ; se­ 
ttlements in the Kansas City area, 
was borrowed for 
the 
occasion, 
and Major Thomas Biddle, paym­ 
aster in the U. S 
arm y, offered 
his earouche and team 
of white 
horses to take the general 
about 
town . It was planned to um- Judge 
Jam es IT. Peek’s team of white 
horses, also. 
Lafayette was now 67 years old 
and had not revisited America, si­ 
nce he fought for the colonies 
in 
the Revolution at the age of 19. In 
April of 1825 he was completing a 
tour which had taken him to a 1 1 
of the then twenty-four states. 
A 
grateful Congress had recently gi­ 
ven him $200,000 to reim burse him 
for his own fortune, which he had 


spent, helping America fight 
Knglish, 


The people of the whole city of 
St. Louis began to assemble at the 
foot of Market street on the mor­ 
ning of April 29. Shortly after 9 o'­ 
clock the steamboat Natchez was 
seen down the river in the Cnliokia 
bend. Since there was no wharf, 
two planks were run out from the 
shore and the general and his son, 
George Washington Lafayette, wa­ 
lked down to be welcomed by M a­ 
yor William Carr Lane Mr. Lane 
had written a speech of welcome, 
but no one could hear a word bec­ 
ause of the hubbub and cheering 
of the crowd. 
A Balky Team. 
The guests seated themselves in 
the barouche, but tin* four homes 
balb%d, and would not pull, never 
having worked together before. Af­ 
ter some delay the vehicle got in 
I motion escorted by the horse troop 
of Maj. Archibald Gamble. All the 
way to the Chouteau

the Seminole and the Chickasaw, de> 
eendant of the Mound Builders all 
were there that day. Negro slaves, 
including those lately brought tr­ 
om the Kraals of the Congo Coast, 
were kept out of sight, because it 
was well known that Lafayette de­ 
tested slavery in any country. 
There was then living an old F r­ 
enchman named Alexander Bell- 
isime. He had boon one of Lafay­ 
ette’s soldiers in the 
Revolution, 
coming with him froiji France.Bel 
lisime 
had 
been 
shot 
through 
the shoulder and left tor dead o n 
the battlefield at 
York town. 
He 
had recovered enough to craw! out 
from among the dead and wound­ 
ed on that historic field, and after 
a few years had come to St. Louis 
to make his home. 
On this day he presented hims­ 
elf to General Lafayette, who did 
not recognize him.
